Talk of Ending Session by Firs!

Lawrence Power Trans- 
mission Bill Passed Over 



OTTAWA, March 21. -The discus- 
sion In the House of Commons today 
ranged from the game of tariff bill, 
ivliich is now progressing between 
Messrs. Fielding and Taft, to the ap- 
propriation of water powers by rail- 
way companies. Tho Minister o* P'in- 
ance was non-committal concerning 
ilie negotiations uith Washington, and 
said ho hoped soon to be able to take 
parliament and the country Into his 
conlldence. Mr. Fielding was chlded 
for talking of such matters as tariff on 
tho day of rest, but he retorted that he 
thought it was a proper Sunday occu- 
pation. 

In spite of the fact that nothing very 
exciting consumed the attention of tho 
House, u good working day was put In, 
and the order paper was cleared of a 
host of private bills, while some minor 
Government measures were advanced 
a stage. 

It Is confidently reported tonight 
that -some arrangements have been ar- 
rived at whereby prorogation will not 
be delayed beyond May t. Corrobora- 
tion of this view was given by the 
withdrawal for the time being of tho 
contentious St. Lawrence Power 
Transmission Bill. It was the lirst or- 
der on the paper in private bills which 
had the right of way, but it was not 
proceeded With and will not lie taken 
up until after tliu Easter holiday. 
There are many who express Urn opin- 
ion that the measure will not be heard 
of again this session and that it. will 
make another advent next session in a 
much modified form.

Protests From Border States 

WASHINGTON, March 21 — Mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives 
whose districts are along the Cana- 
dian boundary line are in receipt of 
numerous telegrams from United 
States merchants urging them to do 
all in their power to prevent the im- 
position of maximum rates upon Can- 
adian products. Nearly every lum- 
ber dealer in Buffalo signed a tele- 
gram which reached the House to- 
day, protesting against the establish- 
ment of thu maximum rates on Cana- 
dian lumber, saying it would result 
In Canadian lumber being barred 
from entry, "with fatal results to the 
business interests and exorbitant 
prices to consumers." Representatives 
Driscoll, Alexander, Vreeland, and 
nearly all the .New York members 
have received numerous despatches. 
Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota 
also appear to be stirred up. 

Interest in England 

LONDON, March 21— Newspapers 
here are devoting much spuce to tele- 
grams describing the progress of the 
tariff negotiations between the United 
States and Canada. The hope la uni- 
versally expressed that a war of re- 
taliation be averted, but it ia a mere 
expression of hope, as It is believed 
here that neither Canada nor the 
United States will compromise.

General Managers and Fire 
men's Brotherhood Reach' 
Compromise Through Ef- 
forts of Labor Commissioner 



CHICAGO, March 21. — All questions 
in dispute between the 27,000 firemen 
on the western roads and the railroad 
managers will be amicably settled, ac- 
cording to an arrangement reached to- 
day through the aid of United States 
Labor Commissioner Neill. 

It wtis agreed by W. S. Carter, pres- 
ident of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen and Englnemen, and a eom- 
mltteo representing the men and the 
general managers' committee, repre- 
senting the 17 railroads Involved, to 
.settle the controversy In the following 
manner: 



There will be no royal commission 
Investigation of the Smith's Hill re- 
servoir defects. At least the city 
council will not ask tho government 
to appoint any such commission. If 
the ratepayers in sufficient number 
see fit to demand of the government 
such tin investigation doubtless they 
can get it, but the city council sees no 
valid reason for any inquiry'. 

There was an exceptionally large 
audience present when the subjee t 
was discussed. The prospect of Ex-' 
Mayor Hall being on hand to answer 
the charge recently made by Mayor 
Mt-rley that the former had been ■■tell- 
ing til's" ciont the reservoir attracted 
the crowd, but Dr. Hail failed to put 
in an appearance. 

Following tlie report made by Aid. j 
Langley on the cost of such an in- 
vestigation •.,> tli.. city council' at last 
right's meeting that body decided by 
a vote of Seven to four to not ask '.ho 
government to appoint a commission. 
Whether the council, on its own ac- I 
count, will endeavor to locate the I 
blame for the reservoir defects re- ! 
mains to lie seen. 

Aid. Langley, who with tlie mayor, 
had been deputed to ascertain from 
tho government ■what, the cost of a I 
loyal commission w:mld probably be. 
reported that an interview had been 
laid with the deputy attorney-general, 
who had estimated tha: the investi- 
gation would cost, provided it did not 
continue for more than ten days, about I 
$2,000. I 

Aid. Fullerton thereupon unwed that I 
the government lie -equested to ap- 
point a commission. Such an investi- 
gation Is due to tlie members of last 
year s council, to tin: civic staff and to 
the public. 

.Aid. Langley also favored the In-j 
qulry, but lie pointed out that the cost 
of tlie proceedings might be more than 
?::,0UU should the inquiry lasL longer! 
thar expected. The high le\a! tame; 
should also oe looked into. A royal 
commission would prove by ;*ur the 
best method of arriving at tlie true 
facts. 

Aid. Sargison wanted the investiga- 
tion to be wider than merely an in- 
quiry Into the reservoir matter. It 
should extend to the public works 
system us well, while Aid. lioss de- 
clared the council could itself get at 
thfe facts in a few hours if it really 
desired to do so. 

Against Investigation 

Aid. Bannerman bell. wed the in- 
vestigation would prove to be merely 
a waste of money. Arthur L, Adams, 
the then engineer, is now in Cali- 
fornia, and might or might not he 
willing to come here. No member ol 
the council believed Adams was in 
any way to blame. 

"Oh, I don't know," remarked Aid. 
Langley, but Aid. Bannerman declared 
tiiat royal commissions in Hie oast 
had not always been of benefit, ami 
tin re was no reason to suppose that 
the government would appoint a Judge 
to preside or that the presiding party, 
Whoever be might be, would be en- 
tirely satisfactory to the city. Then 
there uould always lie tlie stigma 
which attaches to a cltv where royai 
commissions are invoked. No one 
even suspected members of the last 
council to have been dishonest or to 

have profited by the mistakes in the 
lesenoir. An investigation would 
only show that Iho foreman or other 
workmen on tha job had not clone their 
work properly. These, men could be 
got rid of without tho city being called 
upon to expend $2,000.

Large Number of Killed Muti- 
lated Beyond Possibility of 
Identification — Coroner 
Receives Fatal Injuries 



MARSHALLTOWN, la., March 21.— 
Forty-five persons were killed and forty 
wore injured, many of them fatally, ia 
a wreck four miles and a hall' north of 
Green Mountain. Ia., today on a Chi- 
cago, Rock Island & Pacific passenger 
train. .Many passengers were apparent- 
ly killed outright, but the suffering 
among tho Injured was terrible. Arms 
and legs were cut off. The wreckage 
was almost crimson with blood. A few 
of the passengers were found still liv- 
ing, witli a rod or a splinter impaling 
them in the wreck. 

A little freight wreck on the Bock 
Island last night at Shellsburg was the 
Indirect cause of tho Green Mountain 
disaster. The Rock Island line was 
blocked, and it became necessary to de- 
tour over the Great Western tracks. 
Two trains sent from Cedar Rapids to 
Marshalltown were coupled together 
and the two locomotives placed in front 
oft hem. Both locomotives were run- 
ning backwards. 

The combined train consisted of thir- 
teen cars. A Pullman was next to tho 
locomotives. Then came a smoking-car 
and a day coach. In tho latter wero 
many women and children. The doubled 
train got going about twenty-five miles 
an hour when it reached a cut five miles 
from Green Mountain, at the top of a, 
bill. In this cut tho tender of the front 
locomotive jumped the track. This 
threw tho head locomotive into the side 
of the narrow cut. The side was soft, 
and the engine went Into it and Stopped 
almost Instantly. The sudden stoppage 
ditched tho second locomotive, and the 
momentum of tlie heavy train crushed 
the day coach and the smoking-car 
against the heavier Tollman. Tho 
smoking-car and day coach were teles- 
coped, and hardly an occupant of either 
car escaped death or Injury. While tho 
last ten cars remained on the track, tho 
shock threw the passengers from their 
seats. 

Conductor Wm. Worst dispatched 
trainmen back to Hag a following train, 
other trainmen were hurried to Glad- 
brook and Green Mountain for help. 
Ghastly Array. 
Uninjured passengers began removing 
tne dead and injured. The dead were 
taken to an adjoining pasture and laid 
mi the grass, A relief train from Mar- 
shalltown, carrying surgeons and Cor- 
oner .lay. arrived two boars after tlie 
crash. By that lime the victims wero 
laid on the grass in gruesome rows. 
The sight that nu t the eyes of tlie Bur- 
geons was horrible. The dead wero 
crushed and mutilated in many cases 
beyond recognll ion. 

A second rescue train relieved the 
first, which brought a load of Injured 
to Marshalltown. 

Coroner .lay was hastening In an am- 
bulance to the hospital when be was 
thrown to the pavement as the ambu- 
lance rounded a corner, and rendered 
unconscious. It is believed that his 
back is broken and that bo cannot live. 

Nearly all tlie dead were in the day 
coach and the smoking-car. It Is be- 
lieved that only two of the dead wore 
in the Pullman. So complete was tho 
destruction of the smoking-car that noL 
a. single upright was standing. Tho 
floor alone remained. The day coach 
likewise was turn almost to splinters. 
The baggage-car which was behind tin- 
day coach, was jammed in the front buC 
not torn to pieces. 

Before dark the bodies of all the vic- 
tims were removed, either to St. 
Thomas hospital or to morgues. 

Prof. L. W. Banish, of Cedar Palls, 
teacher of economics at the State, 
Tnnchers' College, was one of the Hist, 
to he taken from the ruins. Mortally 
wounded, ho was rushed towards the 
hospital, but he tiled in the ambulance. 
Mr. .1. W. Devroy, of Chicago, and Dr. 
Dunham, of Sioux Falls, wero passen- 
gers on the train. Although Injured 
themselves, they turned their attention 
to the injured and worked faithfully, 
.lames McNamarn, assistant head clerk 
of the Modern Woodmen of America at: 
Hock Island, was a passenger In tho 
smoking-car. Ho escaped without in- 
jury. George W, Downing of Vinton, 
was In the smoker, the third cm- from 
the locomotives. He was pinned down 
under n seat. "The first I know." he 
said, "tin- Pullman car came right hack 
through ours. Two men sitting in front 
of ni,. were crush,-,; to death, and r 
mid my companion were down on the 
bottom with what seemed tho world 
piled on top nf us. We were sitting 
in a double sent and a man sa I facing 
us. lie and his sent came crashing 
back on us and flattening us to the 
Hour. There we lay under a living man 
and two , le:id men who were literally 
smashed, and whose blood ran down 
^ii 



on us throuifli tlie wreckage."

He 
dwells at length upon the wonderful 
Industrial progress ol Germany, and 
claims that ii ia rapidly taking the 
load in this respect and in commerce 
among the nations of the world That 
thorp 's rivalry alone these lines be- 
tween the two countries he admitted, 
but he says ".v.- (Germany) have no 
reason to ex'-harge a peaceful rivalry 
that has been so exceedingly f not- 
able to us for mai tlal rivalry u h isi 
outcome is certainly doubtful. Hi 
adds- "We should commit an egregi- 
ous blunder were we to aim at a war 
with England, we can be so extraor- 
dinarily well satisfied with our econ- 
omic development in the u orld's 
markets', but espi daily with oar sue ■ 
i esses over England, that it would In 
absolute folly on our part to hazard 
all t his in a u ar. I rep. at v\ itn all 
possible listinctness. we do not need 
a war v, ith England an 1 w di not 
wish it." Having advanced this view 
Dr. Harms recognized that ho would! 
be asked w is.. Germany Is buildind 
such a powerful licet, and he answers 
by saying tli tt it is to lo op an open ' 
course for the economic development] 
of the country, so that the supply of 
taw materials or tho export of manu- 
faetui products s'naii not be int. r- 
rupted. He professes to believe that 1 
if the British government oik' reallv 
realizes 'he danger to the commercial 
supremacy of the county, 11 u ill m t 
hesitate to stake the existence of the 
nation on a war with the hope of re- 
gaining it.

Letter From the Editor of the Empire News- J 
paper. How Canadian Interests are Booming in Britain. *

To tho first the acting engineer re- 
plied that work Is now being prose- 
cuted on Linden avenui, Toronto 
street. Prince's avenue, Cathoriil" 
street and A r ancouver street. As to 
streets ordered done by last year's 
council, but not commenced Mr. Bry- 
son forwarded a list as recently print- 
ed In the Colonist. In response to tho 
query as to who is responsible for the

Alderman Bannerman stated tho 
acting engineer had told him no gangs 
had been laid off, In fact new gangs 
had been put to work.

not because of lack of gravel at tho 
pits but because of the comparatively 
small "amount the company Is able to 
separate from the sand by dry screen- 
ing process.

The company made the 
following proposition: Tho city to 
lay a wooden main to deliver at the

Compared with the 
prices asked by the company's com- 
petitors the above prices would rep- 
resent a saving to the city of $27,000, 
while the revenue from the sale of tho 
water would show a good profit. 

Alderman Humber suggested ad- 
vising the company to move its pits 
alongside Smith's Hill reservoir,, 
where tho "seepage" could be utilized, 
but instead the water, commissioner 
will be asked to report oti the matter. 

The. request of <*. J. Jqhnson & 
Company.-ldontractors for ; the G. T. P. 
wharf, that they be permitted to bring 
daily Into the city 250 pounds of puw- 
der will be refused. The Bylaw pro- 
vides for not more than twenty-five 
pounds In any premises at any one 
time and the fire chief has refused 
the application of the company, which 
states, that to observe the bylaw 
would jirovont work being carried on. 
The lire chief stated that recently he 
discovered 1,000 pounds of powder 
stored In the company's premises on 
AA'harf street and ordered it removed 
outside the city limits. The city it- 
self, the chief stated, has also been 
fc. caking its own law in this respect.

On the recommendation of the city 
electrician the work of laving tho 
conduits for the underground wiring 
of the electric lighting system on 
Douglas street will be done by con- 
tract, divided into two sections as 
follows: all manholes, main ducts, 
distributing conduits, drains, concrete 
works, etc., to be installed under tho 
supervision of the city engineer, tho 
complete electrical installation con- 
sisting of transformers, cables, lamp 
posts, wiring and connections to bo 
carried out under the supervision of 
the city electrician.

"HOLIDAY" IP 



Hon, T, Taylor Spends Time 
on Mainland in Visiting and 
Inspecting Public Works in 
Progress 



Hon. Thomas Taylor, Provincial 
Minister of Public Works, and Hon. 
Dr. Young, Provincial Secretary and 
Minister of Education, have just re- 
turned from a short holiday visit to 
the mainland — "holiday" In ministerial 
parlance meaning change of air and 
scene, with opportunity to crowd a 
variety of accumulated business into 
each and every hour of so-called 
"holidaying." The Minister of Public 
Works was away, perhaps, less than 
three days in all, and this is Just a 
part of what lie did: 

In company with the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, a visit was paid to New West- 
minster, where work on the new Land 
Registry office has been for some 
short time past at a standstill. Cir- 
cumstances appeared to justify such 
a course, and the work was taken out 
of the hands of the architect who 
heretofore has been acting, and plac- 
ed in the hands of Contractor George 
Turnbull, as clerk of works, with 
instructions to hasten operations as 
rapidly as possible, it being both 
hoped and expected that construction 
will be completed by next April. The 
court house was also visited, altera- 
tions being contemplated, as the re- 



moval of the Land Registry will af- 
ford more room for the requirements 
of the judicial departments. As to 
tho rearrangements n report is to be 
made by Mr. Gardiner, the architect, 
which will also embrace provision of 
additional vault room for the Supreme 
Court registrar, and of accommoda- 
tion for the superintendent of boilers 
and machinery. 

Joined on Friday by Hon. Dr. Young 
and Dr. Doherty, the resident super- 
intendent of the hospital for the in- 
sane at New Westminster, the Minis- 
ter of Works next visited the Coquit- 
lam Retreat farm, where tho West- 
holme Dumber Company has some 
time ago begun work on Its contract 
lor tlie block to constitute the chronic 
ward In the complete scheme of hos- 
pital establishment, and upon which 
about $100,000 will be spent this year. 
The greater part of the excavation 
work was found to be completed, the 
contractors having had about 75 men 
employed; and orders were given to 
proceed at once with the foundations, 
tho expectation being that this block 
(with an area equal to that of the 
Parliament buildings) will be roofed 
In by autumn. The contractors havo 
really mpde most commendable pro- 
gress, considering the severity of the 
winter. The Minister also went over 
the several smaller contracts for 
clearing land on the Retreat farm, 
and found that good progress gener- 
ally is being made, so that there will 
he approximately two hundred acres 
under cultivation during tho present 
season. 

Returning to Vancouver the Minis- 
ter went "" over tile new court house, 
fin-'rtg the work so well advanced 
that It is expected the officials will 
he able to get Into the new Land 
Registry office by the 1st of July. 
Tlie big dome is now being erected, 
and tlie workmen are practically 
through with the outside work. All 
jiossil.li. expedition is being used so 
that possession may he taken of the 
new Registry (ttr.ee at the very earli- 
est opportunity. In connection with 
the Vancouver courl house, it is pro- 
posed while the present work is in 
progress to erect a wing not original- 
ly contemplated, for the accommoda- 
tion of the new Appellate Court, plans 
and specifications for which will he 
got out tit an early (kite. 

Point Grey Road 

Proceeding from Vancouver to 
Point Grey, Hon. Mr. Taylor Issued 
Instructions to the road superinten- 
dent In charge there to proceed at 
once with the macadamizing — about 
a mile and a half— so that this work 
may be completed within thirty days 
or thereabouts. Tills work completed 
will link up with a dependable good 
road the city system and the road to 
the Government wharf, completing 
the famous Marine Drive, reputed one 
of the finest scenic highways in all 
America. Another small piece of road- 
making Is ordered, from the end of 
the Marine Drive to connect with the 
McGee road, and this strip (a mile 
or a mile and a quarter in length) 
will also he carried through to com- 
pletion during the present season. 

At the Normal School, construction 
has some time ago been completed 
and the school is in use, but a con- 
tract has been let, approximating 
{4,000 in amount, for the making of 
lawns, laying of pavements, etc., this 
work also being satisfactorily inltiat- 



Case of Strain Versus Victoria 
Chemical Company Involves 
Interesting Point to Employ- 
ers of Labor 



Judge Lampman reserved Judg- 
ment and decided to admit more 
evidence this morning on a certain 
point in the case of Strain vs the 
Victoria Chemical Company which 
occupied tlie major portion of the 
court's time yesterday. Tlie case in- 
volved the question of whether or not 
certain workmen were brought hero 
from Scotland in contravention of the 
Alien Labor Act by tho chemical com- 
pany and whether the fact of this act 
making it illegal to bring unskilled 
workmen into the country under con- 
tract rendered the contract in tho 
case of Strain and tlie company null 
ami void. Strain, through his coun- 
sel, I). S. Talt, asks $108, of which 
flat) was, he says, held out of his 
wages on the terms of the contract, 
and $8 interest due on the same. The 
company represented by Crease & 
Crease, puts in a counter claim for 
SL'UU, balance alleged due on passage 
money from .Scotland to this country 
and the cost of damage which they 
allege was done by Strain. 

Strain, the plaintiff, swore that he 
was engaged on a contract for three 
years to work in the chemical works 
here at $2 a day. He was engaged 
as an unskilled man having had no 
previous experience in the work, hut 
alter h.- drew his first pay he found 
(hat he was receiving $l!.5i) a day, 
the same as other men employed at 
th,. same work. Within three months 
time he was discharged, the foreman 
charging him with being drunk and 
neglecting his work. Under the eon- 
tract $4 a month was to he held out 
of his wages until a fund of $100 had 
been accumulated and this money 
was to cover the expense of any dam- 
age lie might do. When he was dis- 
charged. Strain claimed, tliis money 
was held hack. 

Strain admitted to Mr. Crease that 
his passage out from Scotland was 
paid luit mi being asked if he was not 
glad to come to Canada and If It was 
not a fine country to come to, lie 
replied that lie had seen as fine coun- 
tries. 

Denies Statemont. 
Strain said, on the question of his 
discharge, that he' was discharged 
because the foreman thought him 
drunk. He had had some lli|uor, he 
said, hut was not drunk and had fired 
three furnaces on the night in ques- 
tion. Moreover, tlie pipes which the 
company declared were broken were 
not broken. 

To Judge Lampman he admitted 
that he had felt somewhat sleepy on 
the night in question hut had not 
gone to sleep altogether. Edward 
Legg, foreman, said that be had 
warned Strain about hjs drinking 
habits and that on the night in ques- 
tion he found things in such a mess 
that he was disgusted and had dis- 



charged Strain. Two of the pipes 
were broken, Legg declared, and there 
was a substantial shortage in the 
(How of acid so that an order for the 
Trail smelter was delayed. A fire- 
man named Thos. Curdle said that he 
had found Strain asleep and had done 
some worlc for him. 

Frederick Moore, president of the 
company, told of bringing ten men 
out from Scotland about three years 
ago. He admitted to Mr. Talt that he 
might have known about an act pro- 
hibiting this but he would not be sure. 
These were skilled men, he declared, 
and had been brought here as such. 
Against the Act. 

In his argument Mr. Talt stated 
that under the Master and Servant 
act of 1809 contracts made with un- 
skilled men outside of Canada were 
not effective In Canada against tlie 
men, and therefore the company had 
no right to hold back the $100 from 
Strain. Mr. Talt argued in favor of 
a non-suit. Judge Lampman asked 
Mr. Tait to give his argument on the 
point of real damage which Strain 
might or might not have done and to 
leave out tlie question of the legality 
of the contract. Mr. Tait said he 
could not argue In this manner, as 
the work Strain did referred to the 
contract and the contract was illegal. 

Mr. Crease argued that Strain was 
a skilled man and that moreover the 
moment he received the increase in 
wages over tlie wages mentioned in 
the contract the original contract was 
done away with and a new contract 
was formed. Then Mr. Crease put in 
the claim for $11011 as a counter claim. 
His side did not wish to have Strain 
pay them any money but they held 
that they certainly did not owe him 
anything. 

Judge Lampman could not agree 
that Strain was a skilled man. By 
his own admission he was Inexperi- 
enced of acid work and his wages 
wen- not those of a skilled workmari. 

At the afternoon session Mr. Tait 
called more evidence. He put .lames 
McLelland in the box and the latter 
saiil that he had known Strain from 
boyhood ami that Strain had never 
had any experience of acid work he- 
fore coming here. The pipes referred 
to were very easily broken and were 
often patched up so that they would 
last about as long as new pipes. Ask- 
ed if he was discharged McLelland 
said he was but not soon enough.. 

"What do you mean?" asked the 
court. "Did you break some pipes, 
too'.'" 

"I broke everything in sight," said 
McLelland with a laugh. 

"Do you drink?" asked the judge. 

"linn," said McLelland, "Ah've been 
drinkin' ever since ah was born!" 

George Priestly and A. E. Ford 
gave brief testimony, stating that 
they too had been brought out under 
contract Judge Lampman then re- 
called the plaintiff and examined him 
on certain points relative to the con- 
tract. In the course of this examina- 
tion an Important point came out 
Which changed the aspect of one side 
of the case and put a different color 
on it. Strain declared that he had 
never asked for an increase in his 
wages but had been given it. 

Mr. Crease asked leave to put tlie 
foreman in the box on this point and 
tlie hearing was adjourned until tills 
morning at 10.30.

As regards the latter the poor 
wretches who are destitute will pre- 
sumably find themselves In no better 
plight than was the ease when 
batches of them were lying about the 
streets last November. 

Tho pitiful state of this batch of 
pilgrims was dreadful to contemplate. 
They belonged to a bettor class of 
Hadjis, for those who return by the 
j first boats from Jeddah do so he- 
cause they can afford to pay good 
prices for tho early bookings. Vol of 
the 7-l."i passengers who left Jeddah 
no fewer than 29 died during the 



usual shipments of groceries, hard- 
ware and general merchandise. For 
Vancouver the steamer has over 5,000 
tons, and for Seattle U,000 tons. There 
were 700 tons for Tacotna. Of tho 
142 Chinese passengers 1311 debarked 
here.

They follow the 
caravan route, with their camels and 
baggage, and often a hand of maraud- 
ing Bedouins sweep down on tho 
camp, kill and burn, and hurry off 
with the loot of the ransacked camp 
Of the pilgrims. The survivors strug- 
gle on, join other caravans ,and In 
time reach the tomb of the Prophet. 
The journey hack from Mecca is also 
B harassed one, and eventually the 
survivors reach Jeddah to await the 
homeward trip. Prom many parts of 
the Orient the pilgrims are marshalled. 
Agents go through Java, India, . Sum- 
atra and the .Straits Settlements urg- 
ing the pilgrims to make the trip to 
Mecca — for it Is from the pilgrims 
that much of the revenue of Jeddah 
ami Mecca is obtained.

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Experimenting- in Zino 

The Dominion Government has ap- 
propriated $50,000 to bo used In experi- 
menting processes In connection with 
the reduction of zinc for making ex- 
periments and for any other purposes 
that may bo deemed advisable for the 
promotion of production and manufac- 
ture of zinc, and zinc products from 
Canadian ores. At present many thou- 
sands of dollars are lost annually to Can- 
ada through unscientific and Inadequate 
methods of treating zinc ores, especially 
In British Columbia. The mines depart- 
ment of the government proposes to 
undertake experiments and gather in- 
formation from abroad, with a view to 
improving the present process and pre- 
vent the groat waste prevailing in the 
treatment of ores. 

Eastorn Ignoranoo 

The Toronto News says: "Not many 
Canadians know that a Copper Mining 
and Smelting company In British Col- 
umbia has the largest plant In the Brl- 
tish Empire and the second largest In 
the world." There are many things 
about British Columbia that many Can- 
adians do not know, even those Can- 
adians who live east of the Rocky 
Mountains. This is a province of sur- 
prises, and wo are having ones present- 
ed to us almost every day. 

Changes at Hedley Minos 

Important changes In the plant "f the 
Hedley Gold Mining company are in 
progress. Heretofore the plant has been 
operated by water, the power being at- 
tained from Twenty-Mile Creek, but as 
this resulted in varying effect of power 
during about three months of the year, 
when the water supply In the creek fail- 
ed and was subject, moreover, to fre- 
quent temporary shut-downs, caused by 
accidents to the Hume, the new man- 
agement on taking hold determined in 
having independent power for this 
supplied by an auxiliary steam plant. 
Now Machinery 

At present A. W. Cleveland, repre- 
senting the Canadian Hand Drill Co., 
is erecting new machinery in the power 
house, by means of which the large 
water-driven air compressor Is being 
changed so as to be available for either 
water or steam, and the battery of 
boilers Is now being supplied with fuel 
from the mines of the Vermillion Forks 
Mining Co., at Princeton. The new pow- 
er installation has progressed rapidly 
during the past fortnight and by the end 
end of the present week it is expected 
that steam will be turned on to the 
new compressor, which will have a 
rapacity of 2.000 cubic feet of air per 
minute. Meanwhile, during the present 
low spell of water in the creek the pow- 
er is being helped out by means of two 
small steam driven compressors thai 
were put In to afford temporary relief, 
for extensive mine ' development is be- 
ing pushed and all available power Is 
being utilized to secure that end. 

Extensive Improvements are also to 
be mado In the reduction "works, trie 
forty-stamp mill Is going to undergo 
important changes Heretofore, a loss of 
from three to six dollars per ton in the 
tailings, has, in spite of the wonderful 
showing of the Nickel Plate mine, al- 



ways being made, lessening the profits 
considerably below what they would 
otherwise have been. These losses are 
now to be stopped by more skilful hand- 
ling of the reduction work and the In- 
troduction of improved machinery. Too 
coarse crushing. Inefficient classifica- 
tion of the sand and slimes and lack 
of filter presses to permit of efficient 
treatment of the slimes by cyanldatlon 
were the main reasons for falling In 
the past to recover the full available 
extraction. The deficiencies will now be 
supplied by the introduction of tube 
grinders, improved classifiers and Mer- 
rill and Oliver Alter presses, consider- 
able of the new machinery being or- 
dered and on the way. 

Good Prospects for Sandon 

Sandon looks forward to a prosperous 
summer as the Stai Mining Co. Is pre- 
paring to put on a good force of men 
as soon as spring opens. It is live years 
since the Star mine stopped work, ow- 
ing to the law suit which has been In 
the courts since 1905. At present there 
are eight men at work getting the mine 
and buildings in shape to accommodate 
from 60 to SO men. 

The mines working around Sandon at 
present are as follows: The Eureka, 
with 3 Omen; the Ruth, 20 men; and 
the Surprise with 7 men, who are now 
doing development work. Most of the 
big slides round .Sandon have come 
down and the snow Is disappearing on 
the mountains. I( is thought thai all 
danger from slides In the vicinity of 
Sandon Is over for this season. 

Neil McMillan, who has been con- 
tracting at the Summit mine for seme- 
months, has left for Glengarry. Out., 
where he goes on a well earned holiday 
trip. Thl sis Mr. McMillan's first visit 
to his native province in 21 years. He 
Is accompanied by his brother, Roder- 
ick, who is well known In the Slocan. 
They intend staying three or four 
months In the east and will then return 
to British Columbia. Mi-. McMillan's 
contract with the Summit mine will 
continue under the management of A. 
.1. McGillvray. They have driven 400 ft. 
of tunnel, and estimate that at a dis- 
tance of no ft. further the main lead 
will be tapped. The Sunset mine Is 
owned by the Sunset Mining Co.. and is 
managed by A. .1. Becker, of Kaslo, who 
Is also manager of the Lucky Jim. The 
Sunset mine has been one of the best 
paying propositions In the country, and 
when the tunnel which Is now being 
driven Is completed, it will resume its 
usual activity. 



The Story of Con! 



Wl 



oal was first dug and burned 
in England, we have no exact date to 
show. The early Roman accounts of 
ancient Britons do not particularly re- 
fer to this custom, lint that coal was 
used by our ancestors at least 700 
years ago we know from an existing 
state document, which sets forth that 
King John granted "to the honest men 
of Newcastle and to their heirs the 
right to dig holes in the neighboring 
girth." So it must have been regarded 
as a valuable right even in those days. 

It would seem that coal found its way 
to London in small quantities at a per.: 
lod somewhat previous to 1228. In any 
ease, another state document in exist- 
ence, bearing the date of that year, re- 
fers to a person located at "Sacoles 
Lake, without Newgate," as one "who 
makes a habit of burning a noxious 



fuel." In 1273 Sa-colos — sea borne coal — 
was proclaimed "prejudicial to human 
health," and its burning was prohibited. 
Stato documents further show that in 
1.10G the gentry petitioned against its 
use. 

By an act of 1381, however, in the 
reign of Richard II., we find that coal 
wan made a legal article of trade 
between Newcastle and London. But the 
burning of coal for common purposes 
did not make much headway until the 
reign of Charles I., Queen Elizabeth was 
"greatly grieved and annoyed with the 
taste and smoake of secolos," and she 
forbade the burning of "stone-coolo" 
during sessions of Parliament, when she 
was herself In residence in London. 
Those were the days when the punish- 
ment of hanging was accorded for the 
mosts trivial offence, and there Is an 
authentic record showing that a man 
was thus punished in London for ills- 
regarding the prohibition against burn- 
ing coal at certain times. 

Even as late as the 17th century the 
opposition to the use of coal was so 
strong that numerous petitions were 
presented to Parliament to put down the 
evil, These petitions make very quaint 
reading, but lack of space prevents any 
extracts from them. 

As has been briefly shown the word 
coal has passed through a number of 
forms before Its present spelling was 
decided upon. Even now "Seaborne 
coal" is an expression In common use, 
differentiating between rail and sea- 
carried coals. Reference has been made 
to a state document of 122S, which 
mentions "Sacoles Lane, without New- 
gate." This lane, now Secoal Lane, is 
still lo be found, being a narrow by- 
way off Parringdon Street, and abut- 
ting on the covered duet which con- 
veys the waters of the Fleet stream 
into the Thames. Pour hundred years 
ago — Henry VIII— this miserable stream 
was a navigable river far beyond where 
Holbein Viaduct now lies. Like all small 
tributaries, It gradually became dried up 
ami what is now left of it sheds itself 
through a narrow tunnel Into the 
Thames at Blackfrlars. However, In the 
past days it had its wharf side markets 
and thoroughfares, and there is no doubt 
that Secoal Lane takes Its name from 
an early traffic in coal. 

Coal was first carried to Liondon by 
rail In 1845, when a small quantity 
was so brought by the London & Bir- 
mingham Railway — not the L. & X. 
W. Railway. In 1850 only some 40,000 
tons came to London by rail against 
3,500,000 by sea Hut gradually dur- 
ing flu next fifty years, with the ex- 
tension of the railway systems 
throughout the country, the quantity 
carried began to exceed that brought 
by sea. Today, the 16,000,000 tons 
annually consumed are about equally 
divided between rail and sea. The 
advent of rail-borne coal In London 
altered the whole course of business, 
and proved to be a great public boon. 

The Green Lake Mines. 

Mr. A. P. Barnfleld, who was sent 
in three weeks ago by the Green Lake 
Mining & Milling Company to meas- 
ure up and report progress of work 
on the company's property adjacent 
to the line of the Howe Sound, Pom- 
berton Valley & Northern Hallway, 
returned to Vancouver on Thursday, 
and reports that the tunnel has now 
been driven in a distance of 305 feet.

Upon receipt of Mr. Barnrleld's re- 
port, the management of the Green 
Lake Mining & Millng Company im- 
mediately closed a contract with I).

NEW YORK, March 111. — The exces- 
sive dullness Into which the dealings 
in stocks fell today was ascribed to a 
waiting attitude on the par: of the 
large operative forces. Various factors 
were assigned as the ground for this 
attitude, but it was noticeable that Hie 
clearing up of some of them In the 
course of the day had little or no effect 
In enlivening the speculation. 

The adjournment of the supreme 
court over the spring holiday disposed 
of one of these factors. The critical 
stage of a number of negotiations for 
labor settlements left a disposition to 
await the llnal outcome In these cases. 
The postponement of tho Philadelphia 
settlement, which was hoped for, tin: 
reported promise of an adjustment of 
the dispute witii tin- soft coal miners 
and the less-confident hopes of an 
agreement In the western railroad lire- 
men's dispute made the influence on 
the soft coal carriers, although a specu- 
lative movement litis been evident in 
these stocks for some time past 

Chesapeake & Ohio's acquisition of 
the Hocking Valley and the convertible 
bonds offered by the N. ci VV. are In- 
spiring causes for tho movements 111 
these stocks. The railroad group as a 
whole had the benefit of very cheerful 
views of tin; railroad traffic situation 
coming from officials in charge of 
these departments. 

The apprehension has been growing 
that the money market may lie sub- 
jected to a squeeze In connection with 
the April 1st settlements.
